PARK ACTIVITY 


At election time the people voted to provide 
$6,000.000 for park purposes only to be used when 
matched with like amount which should be raised 
from other sources. 
That meant there must be 
$12.000.000 available for park purposes before all 
of this money can be used. But according to pro­ 
visions of the law, smaller amount* than this $12,- 
000,000 can be used when determined upon and 
when an amount has been raised for the park lo­ 
cation or park purposes of an equal amount that is 
asked for from the state treasury. In other words. 
if Orange County has a site for a park, and it 
has several very fine ones, and particularly one upon 
which all parties probably agree, the news of which 
we have carried from time to time embodying the 
territory adjoining Laguna Beach, and this site 
should cost, we will say, a total of a million dollars, 
those favoring it as a park must from other sources, 
raise $500,000 to match a corresponding amount 
which they may expect to get from the fund of $6,- 
000.000 provided for by the state, and this is the 
reason why Orange County should become active 
along this line. 
While $6,000,000 is a great deal of money, there 
are various places in California where the people, 
anxious for development, will have claims presented 
with the available money at a very early date, and 
if we should delay our activity we would find to our 
sorrow that the $6.000.000 set apart by the state 
had been already utilized in other points where the 
conditions had been fulfilled. 
We are glad that the Associated Chambers of 
Commerce has taken action along this line, and that 
a committee representing the entire county will be 
^jpointed and the righto and opportunities of Or­ 
ange County looked after immediately. 
There will be much for the citizens to do on this 
matter, and whatever is necessary to do, whether by 
die county as a whole or our cities or the individ­ 
uals, we should rise to the action to the end that 
die people, not only of Orange County, but the en­ 
tire Mate of California shall have the great ad­ 
vantages attached to the wonderful park which 
nature has presented to the state here in Orange 
County, only needing our active labors to insure 
for posterity.

ie time. 
This to a sentimental outlook, and a 
sentimental custom—but lf the judge’s figures are 
correct, It has not been Ineffective. One explana­ 
tion to that most divorcee are sentimental affairs 
entirely, and are therefore susceptible to sentimen­ 
tal remedies. 
Where there are necessity and reason and good 
sense behind an action for divorce, the granting of 
the divorce Ie obviously a blessing. Such a divorce 
could be granted on Christmas day without cloud­ 
ing the day by sorrow. 
Such a divorce does not 
burden anybody with a new sorrow—it removes a 
sorrow and a cause of sorrow. 
The San Francisco Judge, issuing his customary 
holiday pronunciamento, does not consider that 
kind of an action—and why not? The probability 
Is, because there are so few necessary and reason­ 
able divorces. The life plans and purposes of all of 
us are strangely dominated by emotion. 
Not rea­ 
son, but temporary and irresponsible feelings, Impel 
us to the most serious decisions. And this judge, 
meeting sentimental appeals with a sentimental 
counter-appeal, relieves a score or more of persons 
every year from the

tions. The conference sponsored the 
original California vehicle act and 
has recommended

subsequent 
legislatures refinements In the oode 
to keep pace with modern condi­ 
tions. Its executive committee has 
practically completed the task 
of 
weeding out the many suggested 
changes to the law, and 
of 
the 
amendments scheduled for adoption 
by tho conference, the 
more im­ 
portant ones are summarised 
by 
the legal department of tho Auto­ 
mobile Club of Southern California 
aa follows: 
The right of w ay rule h as been 
Clarified to provide substantially 
as follows: when a vehicle has ent­ 
ered the Intersection first, It shall 
be entitled to the rig h t 
of way. 
W hen two vehicles enter an Inter­ 
section a t the sam e time, the driv­ 
e r of the vehicle on th e left shall 
yield to the driver of the rig h t The 
driver of a vehicle w ithin an Inter­

himself up Just a little higher m 
he said, *1 am a Roman cltlsen.” 
and we can appreciate tim nota of 
this earthly pride, when a Roman 
captain Maured him that only with 
a great aum had ho himself boon 
able to purchase his eltlsonohlp, 
m Paul «ald, “But I W M free 
born'.' 
Paul had a groat dual to say 
about power, and ho could not 
have tailed to bo Impressed with 
the power and Imperial splendor 
of Rome. 
Through Christ, Paul 
had become supremely devoted to 
higher ends than temporal con­ 
quest and worldly power. But It 
Is Interesting to OM how In the 
realm of tho Kingdom ct God 
there la manifest in Paul some­ 
thing of that n o n of restleos con­ 
quest and Imperial splendor that 
ona associâtes with tho Human em­ 
pire. 


Paul had a worldwide vision of 
tho triumph of the Gospel, and 
the kingdom of Christ was to him 
something Imperial ta Its sway 
and In its permanency. It was, to 
he sure, an Imperialism of love 
and righteousness, hut non# th# 
Ism tho Gospel w m tar Paul the 
power of God, to bo made mani­ 
fest over every conceivable thing 
In 
enduring 
supremacy. 
The 
eighth chapter of Roman» gives a 
marvelous exposition of Pour» 
dream of tho empire mad power of 
tho Gospel in tho world and In 
tho course of history. 
It la strange that, though Paul 


w m n restless and ladatatlgable 
traveler, ha had never visited 
Rome^ until on this occasion late 
In Ufo when ho W M coming there 
mc rn prisoner. 
He had long aspired to such a 
visit. 
In the Epistle to the Ro­ 
mans ho had expressed his readi­ 
ness to preach th# Gospel at Rome 


m he had preached It elsewhere, 
and In this expmssion there w m ta 
Paul’s mind the acceptance of a 
challenge. 
When ho spoke of 
preaching the Gospel at Rome, he 
declared that he w m not Mhamed 
of that Gospel becauM It w m "tho 
power of God unto salvation.” 
Evidently there was in his mind 
rn comparison of the power of the 
Gospel with the outward power of 
Rome, and there was the feeling 
that In the very center of that 
power he should wish to uplift his 
voice in wltnees to a greater power 
than that of any worldly empire. 
Nmt Tragedy 
The voyage to Rome 
w m an 
eventful and almost tragic experi­ 
ence, In the records of which 
Paul’s courage and perMnality ap­ 
pear In an almost sublime aspect. 
Upon the ship, faced with d ts M te r, 
Paul, the prisoner, becomes the 
commanding figure, dwarfing both 
the captain of the ship and the 
Roman commander. 
Probably there la not on record 
anywhere In history a move mar­ 
velous Incident of the shMr pres­ 
tige of character triumphing over 
the reality of external authority. 
Our lesson does not dwell upon 
these incidents, but brings us to 
Roma with Paul. 
It is Intonating to nota tbs 
measure of freedom permitted to 
a prisoner even under the strict­ 
ness of Roman rule. Paul was al­ 
lowed to live In his own place of 
re aidance with rn soldier guarding 
him, and he had opportunity for 
free converse with his friends 
As was his custom bsfore he 
had become a prisoner, he imme­ 
diately seeks an opportunity of 
acquaintance with th# Jews In 
Rome, and he expounds to them 
tho things lying back of his arrest 
and his religious convictions con­ 
cerning Jesus of Nasareth. 
The 
reaction of Paul's fellow country­ 
men to this teaching was as It had 
been In every place that he had 
disbelieved. 
Bul apparently, the 
disbelievers were not able to sub­ 
ject him to persecution m he was 
already a prisoner. 
Slow Pace cf Justice 
Paul found the course of Roman 
Justice much slower and less ideal 
tha nhe had supposed. Thus he 
abode two years in bls own hired 
dwelling, and though justice was 
greatly delayed, tho delay afforded

Coes from invention to in­ 
vention Uke a doctor calling 
on his patients, solved the 
problem of /tizzy telephoto 
pictures while Aping 2500 
feel above ground. 
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T may be many years before television approaches the stage 
of practical popular usage that radio broadcasting enjoys 
today. Improvements that now baile the scientists have 
to be made before vta shall be abit to tee current events 
by radio. 
Yet so remarkable has the initial slip toward television ap­ 
peared that it has «roo the romantic fancy of the country. It 
has gripped human imagination as few other developments have 
before, end it has raised to a heroic level some of the scientists 
steeped in its development 
Out of the dozens of workers devoting their efforts to this 
primer, three or four seem to stead out above all others as the 
geniuses of television. Three, in this courtly, come immediately 
to the attention. They ara G Francis Teutons of Washington. 
IX. Erast F. W. Alexanderson of dm General Electric labora­ 
tories in Schenectady, and Dr. Herbert E. Ives of the Bell Tele­ 
phone laboratories in New York. 
Besides these there is a fourth outstanding worker in tele­ 
vision, not in fois country. He is John L Baud, a Scotchman, 
«rim is now at work on television in London. 
Here. among these four scientists, lies foe romance of tele­ 
vision. Their lives, their personalities, theirmethods of opera­ 
tion are so varied as to make each ame s achievement a romance 
rn itself. 
Take Baird, for instance. Ha is a genius, if than ever was 
out, in appearance, in thought and action, typical of many a 
storied genius in his struggles through poverty, his devotion to 
out subject, his utter self-obliteration arith only out purpose in 
view. He is now well out of die throes of disappointment and 
worry, but he still has far to go toward accomplishment of his

Yet 
even these two, backed by foe almost limbless resources of foe 
two greatest electrical corporations in die country, have experi­ 
enced many a sleepless night in foeir efforts to see through mace. 
Baird, physically weak from foe beginning, always took life 
seriously. He has never participated in sports or social enter­ 
tainments. Even when a relative gave hun a book on sports 
and other pastimes as a birthday gift, he dug out of it those con­ 
structive occupations that required the cooperation of brain and 
hands. 
Born foe son of a minuter in a small town on tile Firth of 
Clyde, 38 years ago, young Baird could never relinquish the 
serious attitude toward life that he inherited. 
His constructive mind took him to die Royal Technical Col­ 
lège at Glasgow, where Baird studied electrical engineering. 
Later he continued his studies at Glasgow University. 
When war was declared in 1914, Bairdtried to enlist. He 
«vas rejected as physically unfit He got a job in a local power 
home, and continued his engineering studies at night 
All this time the inventive brain of foeyoung Scotsman had 
been busy. It was concentrated on electrical problems and the 
idea of television was hazily forming. 
Baird’s poor health seemed to nave been a godsend, for it 
was during an enforced rest right after foe war, that he began 
to concentrate on television. He had thought of this while a 
student in college and bad even experimented with selenium cells, 
those "electric eyes” font form the heart of television brans-

The Electric W ord, the Rise of 
Radio, by Paul Schubert, published 
by the MacMillan Company. 
“The Electric W ord” Is a m as­ 
terful account of the rise of radio 
from the discovery 
of 
H ertslan 
waves and the first practical use 
of them by Marconi, in 1900, to Its 
present-day position of eminence. 
Adequate attention Is given to the 
scientific aspects 
of the 
subject 
though the book is concerned prin­ 
cipally w ith the practical use of 
radio a s a system of communica­ 
tion, and w ith the political and 
business intrigues which have ac­ 
companied radio development. 
The book w ithout doubt will be 
of great Interest to those techni­ 
cally and professionally concerned 
w ith radio and also to the layman 
who cares to be well-informed and 
whose Interest extends beyond his 
own receiving set and the pro­ 
gram s It brings to him. This story 
of the Interplay of science, busi­ 
ness, politics and diplomacy Is fas­ 
cinating and w ithout parallel In 
history. 
One of the great problems and 
complications of

seemed to be th at Inferiority of 
program s w as bound to be m ain­ 
tained so long as advertisers were 
the ones
